CENTRAL BANK DIRECTOR DISCUSSES NEW DPRK CURRENCY 

Pyongyang CH'OLLIMA in Korean Jul 79 pp 36-38 

[Interview with Pyon Sung-u, Director of Korean Central Bank] 
[Text] Chuche Cirrency Reflecting Our Character 


Reporter: New money was recently issued in our country in a historic 
task of currency change. 


Our workers were filled with limitless pride and revolutionary self- 
confidence when they embraced the new currency which vividly reflected 
the reality of our lives. 


Will you first comment on the circumstance leading to the issuing of the 
new currency replacing the old one? 


Director: It was urgently called for by our true situation and desired 
by o.+ people, as pointed out in the Central People's Committee decree. 


First of all, the move was aimed at strengthening our monetary system and 
to make money circulation smoother, to meet the realistic requirements of 
greatly progressing socialist development. 


Since 1959, when under the wise leadership of the great leader, our country 
carried out a currency reform we have achieved a rapid socialist growth 
at the Chollima pace. 


During the 6-year plan period, industrial production rose by 16.3 percent 
per year on the average and the value of industrial products in 1976 was 
2.5 times higher than that of 1970. 


Under the great ray of guidance for rural development, the material and 
technological foundations at the socialist villages were strengthened and 
the chuche farming method was thoroughly implemented, with the result that 
yearly grain production increased by leaps and bounds, despite such adverse 
weather conditions. 




















Our production is even more rapidly increasing now with the secoi< 7-year 
plan underway. The gross industrial output in 1978 jumped to 117 percent 
of that of 1977. 


As our production grew rapidly, commodity supplies and service activities 
expanded ui.der the policy for the »eople of our party and government, and 
the worker's cash income rose acco1i‘ngly, resulting in the continuous 
expansion of money circulation. 


As everybody knows, the living allowances for workers and office workers 
rose by 31.5 percent on the average in 1970, whilc the industrial commodity 
price in 1974 dropped by 30 percent on,the average and 50 percent at maximum. 


Moreover, taxation, a relic of o d society, was completely scrapped in 
1974. 


The situation demanded that new money be introduced to replace the old, to 
more solidly develop a masterful monetary system and insure a smoother 
circulation of currency. 


That the new currency had to be issued replacing the old one was also 
related to the fact that the old money was so outdated that it failed to 
meet our realistic needs and was unable to satisfy our people's aspirations 
and desires. 


As an old saying goes, in 10 years the mountains and rivers will change; so 
in the past 20 years since the last currency reform, our country has under- 
gone epochal changes in political, economic, cultural fields, and the 
ideological traits of the workers also experienced fundamental changes. 





Thus, within a short period of time, our country transformed itself into 
a strong socialist power with modern industries, a modernized agriculture, 
and brilliant national culture, so that our people have been leading the 
most rewarding and happy life. 


Under these circumstances the old money was definitely outdated. This is 
true, for *iaaple, of the l-won note which shows a picture symbolizing 

the fishing industry. Today our fishing industry has large vessels with 
modern equipment, employing scientific methods and catching several million 
tons of fish every year, while the picture on the old note showed fishermen 
pulling a net by hand. 


That may have been realistic at the time of the ‘59 currency change, but 
it did not reflect our reality today, and our people did not like it. 


Our people eagerly wanted to see new money issued which reflected the 
proud reality of Chollima Korea and depicted the aspirations and desires 
of our people. 











Reporter: Indeed, the recent issuance of new currency to replace the 
old money truly represents a people's policy, thoroughly reflecting the 
realities of our chuche fatherland, and our people's needs in life and 
their interest. I deeply feel it was the most reasonable move. 


Would you comment on the recently issued currency itself? 


Director: As you, comrade reporter, probably realized yourself on receiv- 
ing the new money, the more you look at it, the more it arouses in your 
heart pride and confidence. 


Reporter: Yes, indeed. When I went out to factories, enterprises and 
cooperative farms to talk to workers and farmers, all of them and, 
needless to say, my colleagues too, said that they could not help but 
rejoice because holding th~ new money was like embracing the solemn image 
of chuche Korea galloping with the spirit of the speed battle added to 
the Chollima. 


Director: You are right. Our new money comes in 100-won, 50-won, 10-won, 
5-won and l-won notes and 50-chon coin, and each contains deep meaning and 
significance. 


As you, comrade reporter, must have noted yourself, the 100-won note 
vividly reflects at the loftiest level our peoples’ overflowing adoration 
and wishes for and limitless feeling of confidence in our great leader, 
the sun of chuche, and solemnly depicts the Mangyongdae house, the birth- 
piace of revolution, which our people, and all the people in the world, 
love. This is indeed a happy national occasion worthy of the greatest 
pride. 


Printed on the face of the 50-won note are the "Selective Works of Kim 
Il-song," our revolutionary  ncyclopedia, and the figures of a worker, 
farmer, soldier and working intellectual holding high the bright torch of 
chuche, and magnificently rising Mt Paektu, the sacred mountain of revo- 
lution symbolizing our revolutionary roots, that embraces Lake Samji aglow 
with blooming azalea. 


The 10-won note displays on its face a Chollima bronze statue, symbolic 
of our people's revolutionary spirit, and the "dusk at Kangson," which 
depicts an impression of Kangson, Chollima's birthplace. It powerfully 
demonstrates the great vitality of the Chollima movement, our party's 
general guidelines in the socialist construction. 


The 5-won and l-won notes show the three revolutions, ideological, tech- 
nical and cultural, and their great vitality. 


The 5-won note features a worker and farmer against the background of 
chuche industrial bases, which has risen like forest trees throughout 
the country, and rich socialist cooperative farm fields, and contains a 

















magnificent view of beautiful Mt Kumgang. And the l-won note displays 
the image of students under the great ray of guidance for education, 
full of hope, enjoying life and learning, envying nobody in the world, 
and shows a chiche artist's picture symbolizing undying classic literary 
works. 


The 50-chon coin features our national emblem and a winged Chollima flying 
over the cloud. 


Thus, the new money spendidly depicts. in just a few pictures the ever- 
lasting achievements the great leader has accum!. ted for the fatherland 
and revolution as he pushed his way, holding high the torch of chuche, 
through the storm of solemn revolution. 


In other words, our newly issued currency is truly great chuche money 
reflecting our character and worthy of great pride for its artistic beauty 
and printine technology. This is another proud creation of cur people in 
the era of the Workers Party under the leadership of great leader and 

the party. 


Reporter: Truly, I feel my heart is full of national pride and confidence 
for hav 'ng the chuche currency, unmatched by the currency of any other 
country. 


Director: While we're on the subject, it would not hurt to review the 
superiority of our money from a historical perspective. Generally speak- 
ing, currency can be defined as a special commodity playing the role of 
representing certain values for all commodities. 


Currency came into existence in ancient times during the historical 
process of the commodities production and exchange of commodities. That 
is, at first one-te--“© barter trading did not present any problem but 
as trading expanded, there arose a need to select a commodity which 
would convey values of all commodities. 


At first, such a commodity was a domestic animal, fur or a shell. The 
word hwap'ye [currency] is said to have come from the word shell. 


Commodities were exchanged through such universally acceptable media, but 
when the market expanded it was proveu to be very inconvenient to have 
several such media representing different values. The problem was solved 
when gold and silver were chosen as the only acceptable media thereby 
marking the birth of the currency. ‘The currenc’ ook the forms of coin 
(also called metal currency), paper currency (paper money) and bank note. 


According to archeologists, the advent of metal currency dates back to 
6 to 5 centuries B.C., and already during that period, metal currency 
was .2 use in our country. Old coins were discovered in many places, 
including Chgang Province and the Yongbyon area. 




















Throughout history, currency was made to suit the taste of the ruling 
classes of the society and used to satisfy the interest of the ruling 
classes. The money now being used in capitalist countries, for instance, 
reflects the taste of the capitalist class full of heavy tones of pure 
raturalism or of degenerate lifestyle. These currencies are used, with- 
out exception, as a means of amassing fortunes by a handful of exploiters 
or as a tool of limitless exploitation by the capitalists against the 
workers. 


As we review all these related facts, what is our new money, which re- 
flects our reality, our peoples’ aspiration and desire but a truly chuche 
based people's money worthy of historic pride? 


Reporter: Indeed, it is a proud undertaking. It has been a long time 
since the first currency came into being in human history, but at no time 
in history has anyone en,oyed better money than our people today. How 
can we possibly put into words the glory and happiness our people enjoy 
today! 


Director: The great glory and happiness our people feel can only be 
brought about by the wise leadership of the beloved leader and the guid- 
ance of the party. The great leader Kim Il-song taught us as follows: 


“The matter of dealing with commodity-currency relationship is an impor- 
tant issue that a nation of the working classes must properly handle during 
the transitional period from capitalism to socialism.”

FISHERY DOMAIN EXCELS, MODERNIZES

[Text] Pyongyang, 13 Nov (KCNA)--Through-going preparations for winter 
fishing are under way in the domain of fisheries where good hauls have 
been made this year. 


Today our fisheries has turned into an independent one capable of satisfying 
constantly the growing demands of the people, with its complete internal 
structure and modern technique. 


In this domain, the primary production fields such as fish catch, shallow- 
sea culture and fresh water fish breeding and fish processing are rapidly 
progressing in parallel for an all-round development of aquatic sources 
and their effective use. 


Our country captured the height of 1,600,000 tons of aquatic products 
envisaged in the six-year plan one year and seven months ahead of schedule. 


According to the policy of replacing fishing boats with large, modern and 
all-purpose ones, large and modern fishing boats including 3,750-ton stern 
trawlers, 5,000-ton and 10,000-ton refrigerator-transports and 10,000-ton 
processing base-ships have increased in number. As a result, the per 

ship horse power of the fishing boat has increased 1.5 times during the 
six-year plan period and the number of scientific and technical apparatuses 
of fishing boats has doubled. 





Modern and large fishing bases have been built on the east and west coast to 
fully ensure the balance between the capacity of fishing boats and that of 
the fishing ports. 


The buildings of modern block shape treezing plants in major ports led to 
the creation of a daily quick-freezing capacity of 10,000 tons and cold- 
storage capacity of 220,000 tons during the six-year plan period. 


During the Second Seven-Year Plan period (1978-1984), the rapidly developing 
fishing industry will capture the height of 3.5 million tons of aquatic pro- 
ducts (of which 2.7 million tons will be fish). [parentheses as received]

DPRK RAILWAY WORKERS INCREASE HAULAGE

[Text] Pyongyang, 3 Nov (KCNA)--The railway transport workers have carried 
nearly 13 million more tons of freight than the traction capacity in the 
past three months since they launched the “non-breakdown, on-schedule opera- 
tion and extra traction movement,” upholding the decision of the 18th plenary 
meeting of the Fifth Central Committee of the Workers’ Party of Korea. 


This movement is a mass innovation drive of railway transport workers 
initiated at a national meeting of active railway locomotive workers held 
in July to let every engine driver run train on schedule without breakdown, 
carrying a 50-ton freight wagon in excess of the traction capacity. 


The locomotive corps under the Pyongyang railway administration perfected 
a rational train operation method suited to the capacity of locomotives and 
the conditions of the tracks and thus transported 4,280,000 more tons of 
freight than the traction capacity in the past three months. 


The locomotive corps under the Kaechon railway administration increased 
the traction capacity of locomotives by improving their technical m-nage- 
ment and carried 3,270,000 more tons of freight than the traction capacity 
in this period. 


The extra traction drive is being waged vigorously by the locomotive corps 
under the Hamhung and Chongjin railway administrations, too.
